HOLD MEETING TONIGHT 


The Public Work s A dm inistra­ 
tion has sent official notice 
to 
the Rushville city school board, 
approving 
its 
petition 
for 
a 
grant of federal aid money in 
remodeling the G raham high 
school building, according 
to L. 
A. Lock wood, school superinten­ 
dent. 
The school board convened 
Tuesday m orning in special ses­ 
sion, accepted the governm ent’s 
proposition, and authorized pre­ 
lim inary steps to approve details 
for the construction work . 
The architect’s estim ate on the 
work at the school building calls 
for an ex penditure of $48,500. 
The government provides $21,850 
of this sum for labor and the 
balance of $26,000 will be a bond 
issue to pay for the m aterials 
and supplies, it was announced. 
In other words, it was pointed 
out, tha t the city will receive a 
$48,500 job for $26,000. 
Plans calling for the remodel­ 
ing of the local high school were 
adopted late in 1933 and subm it­ 
ted to the government. At tha t 
time the Indiana bonds were not 
acceptable as security , but since 
the state legislature has made 
provisions and the governm ent 
is more liberal in order to mak e 
allotm ents for the distribution 
o f 
the money tha t is available. 
The school board, in the orig­ 
inal req uest, sought an addition­ 
al $10,000 for remodeling of the 
G raham Annex . Action on this 
req uest has not been tak en, it 
was understood. 
The plans, as revived, call for 
the enlargem ent of the high 
school building. Two jogs in the 
north and south ends are to be 
built into the building and ex ­ 
tended on to the east, adding 
much more room from the base­ 
m ent to the upper stories. 
Toilets are to be changed and 
modernized and the corridors 
and stairway s are to be torn out,

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GETTING USED TO IT? 
It is a, common and mu ch u sed ex pression that 
the hu man being can adju st himself to almost 
any condition — in other words, that folks can 
g et u sed to any thing after a time. This is ag ain 
ev idenced in an address by Lewis Dou g las, former 
director of the Bu dg et in the Roosev elt adminis­ 
tration, made recently to the American Mining 
Cong ress in Chicag o. 
Declaring that the policy of the present ad­ 
ministration is a spending policy , similar to that 
in Ru ssia after the fall of Kerensky , Mr. Dou g ­ 
las added: “I am amazed at the ex tent to which 
the hu man mind loses its sense of proportion. In 
1931 we ex perienced a deficit of $900,000,000 and 
considerable apprehension was shown in Con­ 
g ress. We are now told blithely that in 1936 the 
deficit will ex ceed $4,500,000,000. In fiv e y ears 
there has been an accu mu lated deficit of $14,- 
000,000,000 and in six y ears it will be $20,000,000,- 
000. ” 
So it wou ld seem that after two or three y ears 
of a spree of spending money we are g etting u sed 
to it, and deficits no long er alarm u s. Bu t the 
pay -off is coming and sooner or later the Ameri­ 
can people are g oing to hav e to stru g g le to pay 
the debt that is now being accu mu lated. 
Althou g h Mr. Dou g las, who formerly repre­ 
sented Arizona in Cong ress, was at first reg arded 
as one of the pillars of the present adm inistra­ 
tion he is now one of its sev erest critics so far as 
financial policies are concerned. For ex ample, in 
his speech to the Mining Cong ress, Mr. Dou g las 
said: 
“The deficit is rising despite the semblance of 
recov ery . We hav e had something of a recov ery , 
y et relief and pu blic work ex penditu res keep in­ 
creasing . 
“There are 20,000,000 on relief, 8 ,000,000 of these 
in the ag ricu ltu ral and ru ral sections. Fou r mil­ 
lion of these are Neg roes. 
“No other conclu sion is possible than that the 
administration at Washing ton is an irresponsi­ 
ble, spending g ov ernment, its spending condu cted 
by those who hav e no knowledg e of how wealth 
is produ ced, and perhaps care less. No liv ing man 


knows the conting ent liabilities of the federal 
g ov ernment. 
“There is a real fear as to the secu rity of ou r 
g ov ernment and ou r people. Whenev er a g ov ­ 
ernment has continu ed to spend more than it has 
taken in, it has destroy ed in whole or in part its 
cu rrency . This bring s pain and pov erty and the 
g reat middle class is cru cified. 
“Ou r present spending dev ice is to compel the 
commercial banks to take g ov ernment oblig a­ 
tions. This is credit inflation. A 15 per cent de­ 
preciation in g ov ernment oblig ations wou ld make 
almost 8 0 per cent of these banks bankru pt.” 
It wou ld be difficu lt for an old hard-shelled Re­ 
pu blican to say any thing harsher than that, or 
to do more “v iewing with alarm.” 


AN EXPENSIVE CONGRESS 
The $10,250,000,000 appropriated by Cong ress 
in its recent session was equ iv alent to ov er 20 per 
cent of the total annu al income of $49,440,000,000 
receiv ed by all the people of the United States in 
1934, according to the Alex ander Hamilton Insti­ 
tu te. It is apparent that this appropriation rep­ 
resents another long step toward a seriou s finan­ 
cial crisis for which any benefits afforded by the 
laws enacted will prov ide poor compensation. 
This means, of cou rse, that ou t of ev ery fiv e 
dollars earned in America this y ear, another dol­ 
lar will be taken from the American people in­ 
ev itably , in the way of tax es, to pay for the 
spending org y of the Cong ress recently closed. 
For it is not to be forg otten th at when the g ov ­ 
ernment spends a dollar, the dollar has to come 
from the pockets of the people who g o to make 
u p the nation. The only other cou rse is repu dia­ 
tion by inflation which is ev en more disastrou s, 
especially to the wag e earner. 
Of cou rse there is one compensation. If the 
AAA throu g h leg islation by this same Cong ress 
is able to elev ate the homely potato to the rank 
and station of a bootleg produ ct, then perhaps all 
may be forg iv en. Bu t there are some ev idences, 
since the storm of protest arose from potato 
u sers, that no fu nds can be fou nd for pu tting 
to effect this leg islation conferring a new deg ree 
of honor on the hu mble spu d.
